THE PHILIPRINES. 
SUERENDER.OF GEN, MAXILOM. = 
‘That the warin the Philippines hes been 
nearlyag much alive as that in-South Africa 
bas beon abundantly evident of Jate, However, 
an important: event is reported from Cobu. 
The Manila Times of the 37th ult. soys:— 

‘Alesndio Moxilon, ‘who has been styling 
himself Governor Politico-Militar “of Cebu, 
was expected to surrender to General Hughes 
in Tadian, in tho island of Ceba, where General 
Moxilom has heretofore had his headquarters, 
on the 220d inst. Tho surrender was to have 
taken place same timo ago and arrangementa: 
had been made, bat owing to the vary disturbed 
stato of the distsict, together with the hoavy 
raina which rendered travollidg impossible, it 
had te be postponed. There is every reason to 
pelieve, though no later news has been received 
to confirm the surrender, that it bos actually 
taken place, Tho credit of this cxpected 
surrender, as far.as peaceful efforts availed, 
is said to be im a great messura due to tho 
arduous Inboura of Senor del Rosario, known 
in Manila os tho “Commissioner” * (owing 
to lis having performed like duties during 
the days ‘of tke revolution) who has beon 
carrying on negotiations with Muxilom 
and other insurivcto leaders in Cebu for 
a considerable time. Aamong* other chiefs 
who are expected to surremler with Maailom 
Lorega, Aligno, Caryajal and 
Poblada. Though unkown’ here, the names 
of these leaders are common words in Cebu. 
With the exception of Lukban,“about the only 
important officer who will be left ont in the 
fiold is.“ Gonoral” Marcial Valdez, who has 
refused to consider sarrender and states that 
ho ia determined to carry on guerilla warfare’ 
so long os possible. & 

Juan Climaco, who held the title of Genpral 
under, Lukban, and who surrendered on the 


“28th of September to”Cuptain Lawton of the 


19th Infantry at Carmen, hus also been largely 
instrumental in securing. thé surrender of 
Maxilom and other officors, At presont, owing 
to tho severity of tho cimpaign, and his efforts 
on behalf of peaco, ho is lying il in the 
neighborhood of Dango. Climaco was callyd 
the ” bruins of the insurrection” in Cobu. 

In tho work of ourrying on negotiations the 
Amorican troops wero represented by Captain 
Ed. P. Lawton. He joined five Filipino delegates | 
who wera clected al wass mecting held by the 
natives in Cobu. This purty, with the approval 
of Goneral Hughos, carried on the negotiations. 

Tho surrender of Maxilom is one of the most 
important which could take place at this time. 
He has been Lukban’s right-hand man and with 
Climaco, bas been Jargely instramental in or-. 

anising and controlling the insurgent forces in 
‘ebu. ' i 

Tho importance of the surrender and the work 
which was accornplished by the Peace Commis- 
sion were recogisel by Genoral Hughes in a 
telogram addressed to the Peace Commission, 
which has been published in Cebu, It runs as 
follows :-- ; ;

After an invitation of |’ 
this kind resistance’ of course was useless. 
They left me my eyeglass, and, thank God, my

It is impossible to give all the shocking sights 
that I witnessed. - All the men in the armoured 
truck were either killed or wounded, and having 
beon, fired at at such e close range, five yards, 
tho wounds were terrible. Heads and limbs 
wore blewn off; a few Kaflirs were also killed or 
mortally wounded. The groans were terrible. 
The engine and about. twenty trucks of 
provisions were deriled by a mine having been 
Jaid. Zt was en awful smash. Some of the 
mon had been thrown out of: tho trucks, and 
get run over by the following ones. ° 

Mvanwhit tho Boers bad renaacked the train, 
and were sstting it on firs, We saved us many 
carriayes ns we could by pushing them away 
from the burning ones. J did a very hard 
day's work in the various capacitits of railway 
gangor, etretcher-bearer, uuree, and grave- 
-digger, os very few uninjured men wore 
available fur the work. Luckily the doctor 
who was on the train was not hurt,'so the.poor 
wounded could get somo assistance, and- there 
ware plenty of bundagos on board, 

In the meantime the Boers had got on their 
horses, and cteored off across country.” I could 
not find out the name of the commandant, but 
itis understood that it was Jack Hinton, the 
train-wrecker (a dexortor from the British 
Army). It was a party of about fifty or sixty, 
but moremust huve been in the neighbourhood, 
aswe heard that auother mine had been laid 
a mile ahead in case the first’one had fuiled. 
‘Tho scene ofthe disaster was-a perfect death- 
trop, 8 narrow cutting, Tho Boers had crept 
ap right on to the embankment on the right, 
within, cay, fvo yards of the train. 

How long the firing lasted I cannot say; it 
| moy havo been five minutes, but to me it seemed 
an eternity. I was resigned to die, expecting 
death every second. All the incidents in my, 
lifo, in almost every detail, passed through my 
head from my earliost childhood until now,

Meanwhile the officer next in command, 
Major Beatson (West Riding) hid dispatched 
a-man on foot to the commandant at Waterval 
to inform him of the disaster, and- asking him 
to send the subulance train out, and a spare 
engine to fetch in tho saved trucks. They 
arrived about five o'clock in the afternvon, but 
as the Boers had algo blown up tho lino bohind 
us, we had to carry the wounded on~stretchors 
about a mile aud a-half back to tho train,

Jood from head to foot, I have takon with me 
from the scene of the slaughter o Mauser rifle 
the stock ‘broken off.

The next afternoon I had lunch with Mr. 
Blaix at the Transvaal Hoel, whore I was 
surrounded with war correspondents to whoin 
I related my exporidncas, It appears that the 
women hare given o different tale to mine, 
namely, they state thet both Colonel Vandeleur 
and tho woman wore deliberately shot in their 
carriages by a Borr who had got into the train, 
This was notad, You aro quite safo'in adopting 
my version of that offsir; it is tho samo that 
L gave this morning to Major Walters, the 
Press Ceusor, 

Colonel Vandelcur died like a brave soldier 
‘in the discharge of his duty. We brought his 
body in here and: buried bim yesterday with 
full military honours. Lord Kitchener and 
stat€ also attended.
